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The Southern Regional Education Board has published fac^tert*-m.hi8her 
eHucation ija the S^uth since 1956— for the past ten years on a regular bfennral 
basis. Mounting interest in these kinds of publications in pcent years suggests 
that support for. decisions about hi^er education is sought increasingly in 
factual information. In response to various requests, the 1977-78 edition of the 
' Fact Book onMi^h^r Edticaiion in the South includes three features to which 
^ attention is tilled^ ta) a composite state-by-state profile of higher educationi 
(b) an enlargemmt of information concerning education of blacks, and (c) a 
set of alternate collfge enroHnient projections. 

♦'The state-by-state profiles (pp. 1-8) present for each state several sum- 
n^arizingy measures of higher educational characteristics and display these 
measOres so they may .be yiewed riadily with those of other states. Readers 
are also referred to the accompanying notes which provide definitions of the 
measures used and cautionary remarks about their limitations. 

Tables 14, 15, 16; 24, 26, 28 and 30/ providing racial breakdowns of higher ed- 
ucational information, are rneant to facilitate an understaridin^ of the extent to 
which the SREB states are progressing in the provision of, greater educational 
opportunity for blackB. 

Alternate enrollTnent projections based on varying assumptions about the 
future are becoming recognized as increasingly nicessary for IHe evaluation of 
needs in a period when changes over the long term will .Be'much less constant 
than those of the last decade. The three alternatives pV&enteci (Tables IB, 19 
and 20) emphasise how important the level of participation by/ the college-age 
pofrt^ation is in determining future enrollment and possible annual fluctuations. 

As always, SBfiB staff solicit suggestions and comments about the presen- 
tation of these data.

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The state proflles which follow present data, ^Bummary statistics and jndexes 
to highlight some of the major characteristicB of SHEB states and their higher 
education structure. Most of the measures include elehients for the nation, the 
14*iiate region and each qf the^^REB states. Divided into four sections = Pop- 
ulation and Economy; Hither'^Eflucation Finance; Enrollment; and Access and 
Participation — these profiles repeat some of the meaaur^s presented inthe^ad 
Book tables and add additibnal ones. As with all descyriptive statistics, they 
represent an e^ort to simplify complex structures into easily comparable 
mary measures.^ While the accuracy and comparability of higher educa^n 
data has improved in recent* years, definitional problems persisa The indexes 
presented should be used as general comparative measures, rather than exact' 
expressions of a state's standing. More important, no one m^sure should be 
sin^fed out without examining other related measures. For sources and caveats 
on use refer to both the related Fact Book table and the notes which follow. ^

HIghtr Education Finances (Columns 7*17) 

*The, summary statistics and indexes in this section wmvb derived from several 
different Purees. They represent the iatest data avail^le on higher education 
financing at the time W publication, jt 

State Appropriations as a Percent of Tax Revenues and Per Capita 
(Columns / and'B) ^ . 

Data collected by M. M. Chambers and published by the National Associ- 
ation of State Universities and Land Grtant Colleges (NASULGC) is used in 
these two indexes. The Chambers data excludes appropriations for caj^al out- 
lay and dollars which origina^te from sources other than state |pxes '(e.g., fed- 
eral revenue sharing and tuitifts), ^he figures include appropriations for med- 
ical, dental and optometry propams, agiMcultural experiment stations and ex- 
tension services, governing or coordinating boards and regional £ompacts (e.g.j 
SREB). Funds for fringe benefits are also included. Data publishM by Chaftb#s 
are often in preliminary form and subject to change. Some states update their 
appropriations figures; others do not, - 

State Appropriations Per FTE Student (Columns 9 and 10) ' , , 

These measures are calculated from the SREB data exchange with state 
agencies for higher education. Appropriations figures used in these indexes 
differ significantly from the^Chambers data = medical,^ dental, optometry and 
training hospitals are excluded^ along with appropriations for community ser= 
vice,^ cooperative extension and agricultural experiment stations. Appropria- 
tions to statewide coordinating and governing boards and SREB are also ex- 
cluded. Fringe benefits are included. As with Chambers, figures reppsent only 
appropriations from state tax dollars with the exception of Texas which in- 
cludes federal revenue sharingalollars. Full-time-equivalent enrollment is also 
provided by^the state higher education agencies through the SREB data ex- 
change. Credit hours for credit-bearing courses are reported; FTB enrollment 
excludes correspondence, adult education, short courses, continuing education, . 
and eonimunity service activities as well as enrollment in medical, dental and 



optometry programs. When comparing appropriations per FTE student, users 
. should remember that differences across states and types of institutions reflect 
not only varying levels of support, but differences in program mix and institu- 
X^^tionai missioM*: Diffeto may also.be the product of non-recurring appro- 
prjations'for special progranns or circumstances. . 

Average Faculty Salaries (Columns 1244) , ' * 

Salary data are provided through the SREB data exchange and ,are reported 
according to the. Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) defi- 
nitions. Averages are for full-time faeulty on a 9-10 month basis; , 

State Appropriations and Tuition and Fees as a Percent of Current Funds 
Revenues (Colunlns 11 and 15) 

These measurei are calculated from data in the HEGIS Finance survey. 
They provide an estrniate of the contribution of these two sources to' the total 
cU]Tent*funds revenue of institutions (which includes all current dollars received 
ft^Mnstitutions including money from auxiliary enterprises)* 

ryttion as, a. Percent of Per Capita Inqome (Columns 16 and 17) 

Tuition data is provided through the SREB data exchange and is expressed 
as a percentage of per capita personal income in order to relate the level of 
individual tuition to the ability of a state's residents to pay. "Large Doctoral 
Institutions^' are those which grant more than 1 00 doctoral degrees annually; 
two-year institutions include community colleges and technical institutes! but 
exclude, in this measure^ two-year branches of four-year institutions.. 

EfirDllment (Columns 18-28) 

Total college enrollment is taken from the HEGIS survey of fall enrollment. 
For 1977, it is a final fall head count of all students, both full-time and^part- 
timo, Students enrolled ift non-credit courses a^e excluded. The measures of the 
structute and mix of enrollment/(Columns 25-28) are also derived frqm total 
enrollment as reported in HEGIS. ^ . . . . \ 

Access anB Participation (Columns 29'36) , , 

The nieasures in this section provide summary statistics^ indexes and proxy 
me^aures of the participation rates in higher education for the population as a' 
whtole, and minority gi^oups and women\^Data on the black population of the 
states (Column 29) are taken froni.' the U.S, Bureau of the Census Currmt 
Popiilation Repom (Series No, 67). Enrollnient data on black students 

{Column 30) are from the FbU Enrollmmt mid Compliaiice Report 1976 of the 
HEGIS survey. , 

' Educational attainment of young people is the subject of tjie measures in 
Columns 32-35. The use of the age bracket 20 to 24 for measuring the extent 



of high Bc)fm\ completion allowsfor the inclusipn of those who graduate late. " 
The samg^ age group is iised for measuring the jxtenf of college erirallrtieiit. In 
thiB cas& ''participation^ is nieaBurefi by attainment of'^t least one year of col- 
lege. ThOBegO to 24 year^olds who haveenrolled, but failed to complete the first 
year, are not counted. AH of thesg nieasures are taken from date of the U.S. 
Bureau of the Census. Thte twoTnpluded for 19T7 (Colunins Sa-^and 85) are 
taken^from the sarnple data of €he CMtrent Popiilation StiTvey iBevm 
No. 314). Due to the size of the sample, estimatei'of educational T^ttainment 
were niade only for the 15 largest states in the U-S., which inclipes ftv© in 
the SREB region, . \/ ^ ' 

the ratio of enrqllnient to populatibn age IS to 24 (Column 36) prfiyides a 
proxy measure for participatinn of a state's college-age popuktion in higher . 
educatioii. It is easily rriisuriderstood and should be used with cautirfft> 
ratio represents a Tejationship between the staters college-age populattSft (18 
to 24) and the total mrollm^t of a state's collegiate institutions, wlii^ in- 
cludes students ''outside the college-age popuiation as well as students^^j|fepn] 
outside the state. Because^'of these liniitations, this ratio (which has been 4^*^ 
pressed in past Facl Books as a percentage) should not be confused with thei; 
actual level of enrollrnent of the 18 to 24 year-old population in higher educa- 
tion. Further, .strict comparisons of the ratio across states would require that 
states have equal distributions of enrollment by age and eoni parable Iwels of 
out-of-state enrdllment.

Highlightf \ 



• Population in the South approached 66 million persorisln 197% as the result 
of a growth rate nearly twice the national rate iince 197Qf Population estimates 
forjthe debacle of the l980's project growth rates for the nation^at 10 percent; 
for the South, IB percent (see Table 1), ' 

* • College-age populatioiis, expected to continue to increase for the remsinder 
of the 1970's, will stabilize in the early l980'a and then decline by the end, of 
the decadep Even v^hen an expanded definition of college age is used (15 to 34 
year-elds), this pattern of stabilization and then decline holds true. Half of 
the SREB states are expected to show declines in 15 to 84 year-olds during the 
1980-85 period; and all hut Florida are projected for stable or declining college^ 
age populations by the end of the decade {me Table 4). 

• Personal ineome in the^South continues a long tenn trend of catch-up with 
the national average. 'Per capita income in SREB states was 86 percent of 
the national average in 1970, 90 percent in 1976. While personal inconie in the 
South has increased nearly 70 percent in current dollars since 1970, increases 
in constant dollars, w^hich account for thg_ effects of inflation, have been only 
15 percent (see Table 2 and p. 9). ^ 

• State and local tax revenue relative to both population and peraonal income^ 
remained at lower levels in the South than for the nation in 1976= SREB states/ 
generated $576 in tax Te\^enue per capita compared to $788 in the nation. Thesfe 
revenues were derived to a greater degree from sales taxes and a lesser degree 
from 'property and individual and corporate income taxes than was the national 
pattern (see Table 8) »

* Highjights . " 

• Total college enrollment in the,nntion reached ll.4,million atudents in 1977 
and surpassed 2.9 million atudents in the South. Enrollment in 1977 increased 

\3,6 percent in the SoullJover the previous year, with the private "sector grow- 
ing at a slightly faster late Jhan the public (sec Table 6 and p. 4). • 

• Two-year institutic^s continued to gi'ow in importance/ accounting for a 
full one^hird of total enrollment in the South in 1977. The size of the two-year 
sector v.arie(l co^iderably among the SREB states, however, ranging from a 
high of 50 percent of total enrollment in Florida to a low of 10 percent in 
Louisiana (see Table 7). - ^ . . , 



• Graduate enrollmeni cantinuea t© encompass ever gimter shares of total en- 
rolhTtent. While gi^owth rates for graduate education nationwide slowed sub-, 
Btantially in the l&70's (see Table ll>i th^mJ^s been little change in the South. 

, Graduate enrollments increased by 30 percent nationwide from 1971 to 1976 
(compared to 51 percent from 1966 to 1971)^nd 62 percent in SREB states 
(compared to 71 percent from 1966 to 1971),^ 

• Part-time enrollment has. also become a significant characteristic^ of enroll 
^ent during thfr 1970^5. In the public sector, pai^t-time itudents accounted 

for 43 percent of total enrollment nationwide in4977, compared to 34 percent 
\ in 4971 (see Table 12). In .the Sou^, 88 percent of all students were enrolled 
part-time in 1977. ^ ^ , ^ 

• Total black student enrollment nationwkU surpassed 1 million students in 
1976. accounting for 9 percent of total enrollment (see Table 14), Blacks are 
11.5 percent of total population. In the South, the 426,000 black students en-- 
rolled represented 15 percent of total enrollment, compared to their 19 parcent 
representation in the population. Black Btudents/however, accounted for only 
4'5 percent of first professional enrollments nationwide, (5.4 percent' in the 
South) and 6 perqent of gi^aduate enrollments (10 per'oent in the South),. H 

FulUtime black undergi^aduate enrollment (see* TaWel5) continued to grow 
/ at a faster rate than total enrollment, increasing nearly 40 percent in the 
South during tlce four^year period ^'om 1972 to 1976. As black student enroll- 
ment increased during the period, the percentage of these students enrqlled in 
the prerlominantly black institutions of the South decreased from 60 percent 
in 1972 to 50 percent in 1976. 

• Measures of 'college participation and educational attainment are found in 
the state profiles section (p. 5). In 1977, 79 percent.bf the Souths population, 
age 20 tp 24, had completed high school compared to 84 percent for the nation 
as a whole. Thirty-six percent had completed at least one yeai: of college com-- 
pared to 40 percent nationwide.

■ 'The enrollment projections presented in Tables 18, 19 and 20 provide a range 
of projections ^ased-on difTerent assumptions about participation in higher 
educatibn during the next ten yeara. Each alternative is explicitly tied to the 
latest series of national projections produced by the National Center for Educa- 
tibn Statistics (NGES). State arid -regional projections were developed by first 
calculating the individual state's share of national enrollment for the base year 
(1976), and then increasing or decreasing that share for the projected years 
(1981 and 1986) on the basis of projected changes in the 15 ^to 84 year-old 
population in the state (see Table 4). The projected ^'shares" of total enroll- 
mant.were then applied to the three NOES national projection which made 
different assumptions about participation. Thus, a state's projdled enrollment 
is the product of its historical share of total enrollment, its pttjected college- 
age population, and three different assumptions about participation used in> 
the national projection. For example, for the region to achieve the high pro- 
jections for 1981 iind 1986 found in Ta^ 19, participation r^tes will have to 
increase in tlie region during the projected period at the sameipte of mcrease 
as experienced nationally during the 1967-76 peri och The same%sumption ap- 
plies to each of the states. ' 

Highlights 

Tlie Low Alternative 

Assuming No Change in Participation Kates (Table 18) 

• Witiiout increases in participation, total U. S. enrollment can expect to grow 
at a modest 1 percent per year rate during the 1976-81 period, and then dechne : 
at about the same rate during the 1981-86 period. - 

• Due to greater population growth in the South, regional patterns will follow 
the U. S. pattern, but with somewhat larger annual "growth rates froin '1976 to 

• 1981 (1.5 percent per year) and a smaner degree of decline in the 1981-^6 
period (0.6 percent per year). 

Ths High Alternatlva 

Assuming Continuation of the 1967»76 Trends in Participation (Table 19) 

• With participation rates following the 1967-76 trends through 1986, total 
U. enrollment can be expected to reach 14 J million by 1986, a 84 percent 
increase over 1976 levels. Mtach of that increase, however, will be experienced 
during the 1970's as the declinejn the size of the college-age population reduces 
growth to less than 2 percent per yearjn the 1980's-even assuming that par- 
ticipation will continue to increase at its historical rate, ■ > 
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• The SREB region, under ihese assumptions, can expect to grow at a somewhat 
greater ifete than the nation, due to the greater share of college-age population 
expected in the South. Annual growth rates would average 6 percent per year 
in the 1976-81 period and M percent per year in the 1981-86 period.

Under these assumptions of some increased participation^^ (albeit a lower rate 
than in the past), enrollmehts in the South will increase at an average of over 
3 percent per year to 1981 and then at a rate of less than 1 percent per year

• While projectioni of full-time*equivalent enrollment for SREB states have 
not been made, the NCES projection of FTE enrollment seen graphically on 
p. 81 shows a decline beginning in 1982, even under assumptions of some in- 
crease in participation. This is due to the past trends in participation which 
haVe remained relatively stable for traditional collpge-age men while increas- 
ing among women and older students^ the latter of whom are more likely to 
be part-time students. \ / ■ v

Higtiiights 

• Measured in terms of percentage increase, the growth of first professional 
and master's degrees in the 1970's hm been the most significant statistical 
change in the outcomes of higher education in the. South during the decade. 
Master's degrees' granted in 1975-76 increased 71 percent over their 1970=71 
levels; first professional degrees, 62 percentp Master's and first professional 
degrees now account.for more than one of every four degre0s granted in senior 
institutions in the South. In 1966, only one of every seven flegrees granted was 
at the master's, or first professional level. / ^ 

• As the graphic on p, 87 illustrates, the annuai^^odu^iori of doctorates in 
the South has increased elevlnfold over its 1951 levels, as compared to less 
than a fivefold inefease natioTiwide. While doctoral degree production nation- 
wide has stabilizea in recent years, the South's production continues to in- 
crease. The growth rate in annual production during the 1970's has been 
nearly four timeB that of the nation (see Table 29). 

• In 1975-76, for the first time, the Higher Education Geneml Information 
Survey (HEGIS) on degrees awarded has collected data by race. Tables 24, 
26, 28 and 30 include racial breakdowns. A few highlights: 

■ 59,297 bachelor's degrees were granted to blacks nationwide in 1976; 24 
percent of these were in the field of education (compared to 17 percent 
for all students) ; 2.3 percent in engineering (compared to 5 percent for 
all students). 

/ ■ Black students in the South represented 3 J percent of all firat profes- 
sional degrees granted in dentistry; 5.4 percent in medicine; and 4.5 
percent in law. 

■ Of the 8,903 master's degrees awarded blacks in SREB states in 1975-76, 
75 percent were awarded in the field of education (compared to 52 per- 
cent for all students earning the master's). Four percent of the black 
students earning a master's in the South did so in the field of bminess 
and management (compared to 10 percent for all students). 

' ■ The doctorate was awarded to 320 black students in the SREB ^states 
in 1975-76, accounting for 4.3 percent of the doctorates awarded that 
year. Black ^aduates, however, represented 10 percent of all recipients 
of the doctorate in the field of education, and less than 2 percent of the 
graduates in thq biological and social sciences (see Table 30).

• Opomtional appropriations to higher odueation frorti state tax funds sur- • 
passed $15 billion in the Umted States in 1977^78 (see Table 31), SREB.states 
appropriated $4,6 billion, a 24 percent increase over levels two yearn earlier. 
Two-year increases ranged from a low of 11 percent in 3outh Carolina to a 
high of 32 percent in Kentucky. (For other indexes of financial support see the 
state profiles on pp. 2 ami 8 j Appropriations per capita in the SREB states ($70) 

^ showed no significant difrerence compai'ed with the U. S. rate ($71). 

• Appropriatiorft per FTE stucient are presented in Table 32. In large public 
doctoral granting institutions (tliose which gi^ant 100 or ni*e doctoral degrees 
annually)^ they averagetl $2,434 for the region, wi4;h a range from a low of $1 jl4 
per FTE student in Louisiana to a high of $2,819 in North Carolina. Appro- 
priations per FTE student in other public four-year institutions were lower, 
averaging $2,051 in smaller doctoral institutions, $1,994 in iour-year institu- 
tions with the master's or first professional degree as the highest offering^ and 
$1,919 in institutions with the bachelor's degi^ee as the higftest offering. 

• Appropriations to higher education consumed a lai^er percentage of state 
' tax funds in SREB states 06 percent) than^in th# nation as a whole (14 per-

• While state appropriations are the singl^largest contributor to the current ^ 
funds available to public institutions, they nevertheless accounted Jor only 44 
percent of the total nationwide (46 percent in the refflpn) in 1976, Tuition and 
fees was the next largest contributor, at 18 percent (la percent in thfe i-egiori). 
As for expenditures of current funds, instruction consumed 36 percent of current 
funds; research, 8 peiTcnt; and public service, 4 percent (ke Tables 33 and 34),

• Tuition and fees for undergraduates in 1977-78 were high^t in doctoral 
granting institutions, lowest in community colleges and technical institutes. 
The range of average tuition in lar^e public doctoral granting institutions was 
from a low; of $425 per academic year in West Virginia to a high of $805 in 
Maryland (see'Tabll|fr). 

• Tuition relative to personal ineogie is another way of analyzing costs and 
the student's ability to pay. The profiles on p. 3 show tuition and fees as ^ 
percentage of personal income. The SREB average in large public doctoral 
granting institutions wa? 10 percent, wi'th a mnge from a low of 6 percent in 
Texas to a high of ^IJ^Ife^ent in Mississ^ 

• The data on ;feda'at^ft^cial aid progi:ams displayed in Tables 8^ 89 and 
4Q reveal the chanp w^ich has occmTed ifr these progmms in the past several 
years. Institutionally baied program! (National Direct Student Loans, College 
Work Study, Supplemental Educatiotel Opportunity Granti) continued to de- 
crease, as funds awards 'directly to stWents Imve increased. The Basic Edu- 
^catiohal Opportunity Grant Program (BEOG) first fuftdeid in 1973, now. awards 
-.grants to students at all undergraduate levels. Grants in the South in 1976^77 

totaled nearly $436 million, awarded to 574,000 students. 

• State flnancial aid progr'ams showed' substantial growth from 1976 to 1977, 
increasing by one^third in dollars awarded. Southern states paid out over . $56 
millidh irv grants to nearly lOO^QOO students. Mpite this increase, the region 
accounted for only 7.5 perceWt Df the dollars awarded through stataaid pro^; 
grams nationwide. The average grant in SREB states in 1977-78 was $562,
